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I*  Ghoesmiths  of  Eoxhill,  Gussex,  from  1526  and  1542,  of  Beckle 
Hastings,  Hollington,  Ninfield,  Eye,  Lydd.  and  district,  also 
perhaps  those  formerly  of  Eastbourne,  one  of  whom  changed 
the  spelling  of  his  name  from  Ghoesmith  to  Shoo smith  between 
1830  and  1391;  also  ?  of  Earehome,  Kent,  in  1659.  They 
appear  to  be  Ghoesmiths  and  not  Ghoosmiths  and  are  no  relation 
to  John  Coppard  Ghoosnith  of  Bexhill,  born  4  Geptr.  1881, 

( Comber) . 

There  are  others  of  this  name  living  at  Heads,  East¬ 
bourne,  see  IX  and  X. 

Gome  Ghoesiniths,  ?  formerly  of  Mayfield,  were  of 
Icklesham,  Westfield  and  LTountfield,  see  XIV,  distinct  from 
this  family,  from  whom  perhaps  descend  the  Ghoesiniths  of 
Chicago,  U.S.A.  who  were  of  Gtaplecross,  a  hamlet  near 
Mountfield,  Gussex. 

II.  Ghoosmiths  of  Laughton,  Gussex,  from  "29th  Aprill  1(505," 
from  whom  descend  by  tradition  the  Ghoosmiths  of  Northampton 
through  Gtephen  ohoosmith  of  Chesham,  Bucks  born  1753  (p.268, 
Vol.III.  Comber’s  Genealogies)  also  those  of  Birmingham, 
Leatherhead  in  Gurrey,  button  ^urrey  (l)  and  ?  of  Plymouth; 
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also  de fir. .. t c ly  those  of  Puxton  Derbyshire,  ’.Vallington  Surrey 
and  Leyton  Essex;  and  possibly  a  family  in  Leeds  Yorkshire. 
Ten  generations  of  this  family  are  shewn  in  Comber's  Gens. 

Vol .  Ill,  p.p.  265  -275.  They  are  possibly  related  to  the 
Dhoosmiths  of  Mayfield  JilV  and  have  the  same  Christian  names. 

Except  for  the  ’queried'  branch  at  p.269  Comber,  there 
are  only  two  of  this  family  left  in  bussex,  if  we  except  also 
Harry  bhoosmith  of  Hove,  VIII  (see  later).  There  were 
bhoosmiths  of  Arundel  descended  from  Brighthelms ton  and 
Laughton  p.274  Comber.  I  have  not  traced  them. 

III.  ?  bhoosmiths  of  Duneden  New  Zealand  appear  to  be  a  branch 
from  Northampton  and  traditionally  of  Laughton. 

Ditto  bhoosmiths  of  Australia  from  Northampton. 

IV.  Lhoo3ir;iths  of  Cranleigh  burrey,  origin  unknown;  perhaps 
descended  from  Arundel,  otherwise  from  Hart field  in  which 
latter  case  they  have  changed  the  spelling  of  their  name  from 
bhoesmith  to  bhoosmith.  Ho  reply  was  given  to  an  enquiry 
£?£&  them. 

V.  bhoosmith  of  button  Surrey  (2)  Origin  unknown;  apparently 
no  relation  to  the  other  Shoosmith  of  button. 

VI.  bhoosmith  of  Cobhan  burrey.  Origin  unknown;  sent  no 
reply  to  enquiry  made. 

VII.  bhoesmith  of  Brighton  "corn  merchants,1'  origin  unknown, 

as  they  sent  no  reply  to  enquiry.  They  probably  descend  from 
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a  village  near  Levenoak3,  Hent,  where  they  occur  with  the 
3ame  additional  family  name  of  1  fear 3 1  in  1359;  possibly 
formerly  from  Hartfield  where  is  a  family  of  ’Lears^  in  the 
P.egrs . ,  "but  this  may  he  merely  coincidence,  (Nelly's  directory) 

Viil.  unoosnith  of  descended  from  Northampton  and 

thus  traditionally  from  Laughton ,  c?ar.e  recently  from  Black- 
heath,  London* 

i  ci:  X.  Other  Lhos3:  iths  of  Brighton* _ Lussex,  origin  uncertain; 

possibly  from  the  * queried  'Laughton  branch  at  p*269  of 
Comber's  Genealogies  Vol. III.  Ditto,  Lhoesmiths  now  of 
Lewes  formerly  of  Louth  Palling.  Ditto,  ?  Shoesmitfcs  of 
Le ads  ,  Las  tb cum e .  ~!^r 
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Crowborough  and  lutley,  Lussex,  are  an  entirely  separate 
family  definitely  descended  from  'Villi an  Lhoesmith  of 
Burwa3h  L us sex ,  and  Nary  Fry,  Narrs.  Lie.  27  Aug.  1719  and 
no  doubt  formerly  of  TadLurst,  Lussex,  recorded  in  those  Regrs 
from  1603  to  1559.

XII.  Lhcesmi the  of  Lrsldrnrst,  'hr.  t,  and  district;  origin 

unknown,  who  say  they  are  not  related  to  those  of  Hartfield. 
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From  them  comes  Ghoesmith  of  7,’isboro '  Green,  Gusaex,  and 
one  each  of  Gouthboro*  and  Chelsea,  London;  had  gt.  uncle 

in  Brighton. 

XIII.  Ghoesmiths  of  ’Vest  Gussex;  Petworth,  bird  fori,  Graffham , 
.Cot  Thurney,  Chichester  and  .Mdin gbourre ?  o ri g i n  unknown . 

They  sajr  they  were  smugglers  a  century  or  so  ago. 

XIV.  Ghoosmiths  of  Mayfield,  East  Gussex,  1641-80  left 
apparently  two  descendants  with  issue,  ?  one  at  Icklesham 
1696-7,  of  Westfield  1727  and  the  other  ?  at  Mountfield 
Sussex  1767-82,  ?  descended  from  Roger  Ghosmy the  of  Pateley 
Bridge  Yorkshire  who  settled  in  Frant,  Gussex,  between  1621 
and  1629  and  was  buried  at  Frant  11  Geptr.  1638,  as  Roger 
Ghoosmith.  He  may  perhaps  be  the  ancestor  of  the  Ghoesmiths 
of  Chicago,  U.G.A.,  formerly  of  ^taplecross  r^raca}Jf/?77)  /S  El). 

XV.  Gome  Ghoesmiths  of  Manchester  are  descended  from  Halifax, 
Yorks  and  others  from  7,'oodhouse,  Leeds  where,  they  say,  they 
originated. 

There  is  a  tradition  that  James  Ghoosmith  born  at  Bright- 
helmston  19  March  1783  (p.274  Comber)  went  into  Yorkshire  and 
settled  in  Leeds,  where  is  recorded  a  James  Ghoosmith  killed 
in  the  War,  about  1917-18,  with  sister  Garah  who  may  be 
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Origin  of  the  race  is  given  in  Comber,  p.265.  This 
is  independently  corroborated  from  Plymouth  from  whence  comes 
a  statement  that  they  were  originally  armourers  to  the  Earls 
of  Arundel,  which  has  been  proved  by  documentary  evidence;
